Il. D. Mpham Jr., Says Stock- 
holde;, Will Approve Reduc- 
ticn to 25-Year Term. 


KIEL TO VETO TAX BILL 


Mayor Says He Would Favor It 
a Year Hence if Voters 
Reject Bonds. 


H. D. Mepham Jr., manager of the 
Southern Traction Co. of Illinois and 
owner of a controlling interest in the 
stock of the concern, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Wednesday that he will 
recommend to the company that it ac- 
cept the proposed modification of the 
franchise as set forth in the report 


Tuesday of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the House of Delegates de- 
creasing the term of the franchise to 2% 
years from 50 years. 

He said that in his opinion the stock- 
holders will accept the recommendation 
and will voluntarily accept the reduc- 
tion in the life of the grant. 

As he understands the report, he saica, 
at the expiration of the franchise the 
city may purchase the property on such 
terms as will reasonably compensate 
the company for its investment, and 
that the city will provide for renting 
the privileges of the loop at rates that 
will guarantee it a reasonable return on 
its cash outlay. 

Mepham has been in New York Aa 
week, he said, and talked with bankers 
interested in the company's bond issue, 
and lawyers who are advising them. 
They at first hesitated to accept the 
modification of the franchise, he said, 
but signified they would accept if a 
reasonable agreement could be reachea 
with the city by which the loop could 
be rented at fair rates if the company 
desires to continue operating its road 
into St. Louis. 

This , decision was reached, he de- 
clared, after he had suggested that it 
would be better for the company to ac- 
cept if it was guaranteed a fair basis 
for joop privileges at the expiration of 
the hise, rather than incur the ill

At the close of the conference the 
Mayor announced that hé would take 
action on the bill in the afternoon and 
intimated that he would veto it. He 
has 10 days in which to sign or veto 
the measure.

Inquest Delayed to Learn Wheth- 
er Milwaukee Man Had 
Companion. 


CHICAGO, May 14.—An inquest over 
the body of A. S. Goodrich, the rich 
Milwaukee man, who was killed by his 
automobile at Winnetka, Ill, yesterday, 
was today postponed until May 21. 

Coroner Hoffman said he was investi- 
gating whether there was a woman oc- 


cupant of the automobile. 

Covdrich’s death was due to his own 
forgetfulness. He was driving a big 
touring car. At the point where the ac- 
cident happened he had cranked the car 
while the gears were engaged and as 
soon as the-engine started, the car start- 
ed forward. 

Goodrich was crushed between the 
radiator of the automobile and a tele- 
graph pole. 

It is the theory of the Coroner that 
Goodrich had “killed” his engine and 
had alighted to crank it up without 
throwing the gecrs out of speed. 

It is considered probable that Good- 
rich, a careful driver, would not have 
allowed his engine to become inopera- 
tive if his attention had not been taken 
from it. That he did not disengage 
the gears before cranking up, also 
caused the Coroner to believe he was 
preoccupied. It is expected that per- 
sons who saw the machine start on the 
trip will appear at the inquest and 
testify as to whether there was a wom- 
an in the automobile. 

Goodrich was the head of A. S. Good- 
rich & Co., the largest wholesale to- 
bacco house in Milwaukee. He started 
for Chicago late yesterday. After the 
accident he was taken to Evanston, 
where he died.

Robert E. Lee, walking delegate of 
the Plasterers’ Union, who on Dec. 3 
killed with a blow of his fist Fred 
Staake, a nonunion plasterer, on Eighth 


Street near Olive, was acquitted of a 


charge of murder in the second degree 
by a jury in Judge Koerner’s 
‘Tuesday night. 

In his final eppeal to the jury, Wil- 
am E. Fish, Lee's attorney, declared 
that while it was true Staake is dead, 
yet “it must be remembered he was a 
‘scab’ whom Lee had killed in self de- 
fense.”” He declared that the Citizens’ 
Industrial Association, with millions at 
ite back, was interested in the case. 
He told of the struggles of union work- 
men to Overcome great industrial handl- 
caps.

Homicide, Coroner Found, 

The killing of Staake was widely dis- 
cussed at the time. It took place in 
front of a saloon. At a Coroner’s in- 
quest a verdict of homicide was re- 
turned and Lee was held. 

Charles D,. Campbell of 947 Belt ave- 
nue and August H. Hasselmeyer, 1554 
South Third street, testified at the tna! 
that Staake was standing on the street, 
that Lee approached him and called 
him a “scab,” that Staake turned to 
walk away and that Lee hit him in 
the back of the neck with such violence 
that he fell and his neck was broken. 

Hasselmeyer is a nonunion plasterer 
and was a friend of Staake. On cross- 
examination he was asked by Lee’s at- 
torney if he had not made a gesture 
while Staake and Lee were talking as 
if about to draw a weapon. He said he 
made no such gesture. 

Had Had Previous Quarrel. 
Lee testified that he had had some 
trouble p#eviously with Hasselmeyer or ee 


with a inate. He said he Met Staake 
and Hasselmeyer on the street and @ 
few words brought on a quarrel. 

Believing the two men were about to 
attack him, he declared, he struck Has- 
selmeyer first and then hit Staake. He 
denied that Staake’s back was turned 
at the time and said he had meant to do 
no further injury than to protect him- 
self. 

The defense surprise’ the State’s at- 
torneys by producing two men, A. P. 
Noonan and James Brennan, 3900 Cote 
Brilliante avenue, union plasterers, who 
said they witnessed the attack. As thry 
had made no statement to the police 
at the time of the killing and had not 
appeared at the. Coroner’s inquest, the 
prosecution had not anticipated thatr 
testimony. They corroborated Lee’s 
story of the fight. 

They said Lee, Hesselmeyer and 
Staake got into .n argument on the 
street, that there were loud words and 
that Hesselmeyer jerked his hand back 
as if about to draw a weapon. Lee 
first struck Hesselmeyer, they said, and 
then hit Staake. 


Widow in Court. 
During the trial Staake’s widow, 


mother of several children, sat in the 
courtroom. She was dressed in black. 

Judge Koerner instructed the jury 
there could be no conviction for mur- 
der in the second degree unless the jury 
found Lee intended to kill Staake when 
he hit him. He said a conviction for 
in the fourth degree 
might be had if the jury found Lee un- 
justifiably struck Staake, but did not 
mean to do him great personal injury. 
After Lee struck Staake, witnesses 
told at the: time, he ran down an alley 
and disappeared. The police searched 
in vain for him all that afternoon. At 3 
p. m. he walked into the Mounted Dis- 
trict Police Station and surrendered.

The second day of the Business Men’s 
League campaign for new members 
brought in 463 applications.

But I went into Howe's of- 
fice, told him I was representing the 
Mayor’s committee and that I must 
have his application. I got it promptly.’ 

Col. M. Shoenberg’s committee, with 22 
applications, tied with Emmett H. Mecy- 
er’s committee for second honors 
Wednesday. <A. C. Einstein, chairman 
of committee No. 21, reported 19 appli- 
cations; Philip B. Foulke, 18, and W. K.

Hopkins’ eyes have been in their pres- 
ent condition since he was 6 years old, 
when he was playing and fell off a 
fence on a broken bottle which cyt 
deeply into both eyes. He has been at 
school five years. 

Hopkins says he does not expect to 
win the race, as it is his first attempt.

ing he makes he is going to keep it up. 

“T have a spurt,” he said, “that I 
hope I shall be able to let loose at the 
end, but I do not know whether I am 
familiar enough with the ground to 
try it.”

EVIDENCE TO GRAND JURY 


Alleged Error in Imports Valua- 
tion Once Settled on Taft 


Recommendation. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 14.—Agents o! 


Ehe Department of Justice are investi- 
Bating the case of John Wanamaker, 
the New York-Philadelphia merchant, 
and at one time Postmaster-General, 
in which a settlement was made wiih 
the Government, in the last adminis- 
tration, for the alleged undervaluation 
of imports. The results of this inves- 
tigation will be laid before a Federal 
grand jury in Philadelphia in June. 
The case dates from about a year ag”. 
in Philadelphia. Wanamaker, then mada 
the settlement with the Treasury De- 


partment in the amount of $100,900. 

The specific allegation was thet Wan- 
@maker undervalued several hundred 
thousand dollars’ worth of imports, 
thereby defrauding the Federal Goverr- 
ment out of more than $100,000 in cus- 
toms duties. 

Government Statement. 

The matter was taken up by Secre- 
tary of the Treasury MacVeagh ard 
Assistant Secretary Curtis. Both were 
in favor of prosecuting Wanamake., 
but President Taft, after an investiga- 
tion, recommended that Wanamaker ov 
allowed to settle the case by the pay- 
ment of $100,000 to the Treasury Depar'- 
ment. This was done and the day the 
money was paid the Treasury Depart- 
ment issued a statement, giving an ac- 
count of the undervaluations and say- 
ing that they occurred by mistake and 
that there was no intent to defraud. 

Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo 
took up the case soon after he entered 
the Treasury Department. He thought 
the act warranted further investigation: 
if there was an intent to defraud, there 
should be crimnial prosecution. He 
laid the matter before the Department 
of Justice, and the latter department 
decided the record in the Treasury De- 
partment warranted laying the matter 
before a Federal grand jury. The ‘n- 
vestigation now being conducted is for 
the purpose of gathering evidence tv 
present to the grand jury. 

Wanamaker at the last Republican 
convention at Chicago made a speecn 
seconding. the nomination of Presidert 
Taft. 

He made the trip from Europe for 
the purpose and went from New York 
t6 Chicago on a special train. At that 


time, it was not known that the Taft}. 


administration had compromised the 
case against him for $100,000. 


“—] Have No Fear of the Outcome,” 
Says Wanamaker. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 14.—John Wan- 
amaker, at his home, was told of the 
investigation by the agents of the De- 
partment of Justice. He said he was 
amazed, adding it was the first he had 

heard of the matter. 
Wanamaker seemed reluctant to dis- 
cuss the situation, saying he did not 
wish to try the case in the newspapers 
and did not care to make any state- 
ment till he was officially informed by 
the authorities in Washington of just 
what they intended to do. But he 
edded: 

“I welcome the fullest investigation of 
this whole matter, and I have no fear 
for myself of the outcome. The Gov- 
«ernment no doubt’ thinks it has its 
side, and until I know what that is and 
What it amounts to, I do not care to 
say anything more.”’

The test of strength on the tax-in- 
crease bil] shows that the House Demo- 
cratic majority lacks three votes of the 
two-thirds necessary to pass the meas- 
ure over the Mayor’s veto. A singular 
feature of the situation is the attitude 
of the Republican Council, which is 
supporting the tax increase, with the 
exception of Councilman Julius Haller. 

The administration is said to have 
made two ineffectual attempts to in- 
duce the Council Republicans to recon- 
sider their action. 


McCarthy’s Position. 
Chairman McCarthy of the Ways and 


Means Committee said: “This is the 
first time in my experience as a mem- 
ber of the House of Delegates that 
the Republican administration, combin- 
ing with a party committee, has dared 
to influence the members openly on the 
floor of the House. If it were not for 
the tactics of John Schmoll and his Re- 
publican allies the tax bill would have 
been supported by Republicans as well 
as Democrats. 

“Some way has to be found of com- 
pleting the bridge.

CONVICTED: G00D 
RESULT PREDICTED 


Prosecutor Says Case Will Bring 
Law Against Marriage of 
Whites and Blacks. 


By Associated Press, 

CHICAGO, May 14.—That the convic- 
tion of Jack Johnson, negro prize fight- 
er, last night for violation of the Mann 
act, is the forerunner of laws forbidding 
miscegenation, wads the assertion today 
of Assistant United States District At- 
torney Harry Parkin, who conducted 
the case for the Government. 

“This verdict will go around the 
world,’ Prosecutor Parkin said. “It is 
the forerunner of laws to be passed in 
the United States which we mayv live to 
see forbidding miscegenation. 

“This negro, in the eyes of many, has 
been persecuted. Perhaps as an individ- 
ual, he was. But his misfortune is to 
be the foremost example of the evil of 
permitting the intermarriage of whites 
and blacks. He has violated the law. 
Now it is his function to teach others 
the law must be respected.”’ 

In his instructions to the jury, U. S. 
District Judge Carpenter emphasized the 
fact that the character of the prosecut- 
ing witness must not be considered. 

“The fact that the prosecuting witness 
is a discarded mistress, an abandoned 
woman, does not affect the issue in this 
case,’’’ the Court decrared. ‘“‘We have 
had many unfortunate people here in 
this case, trainers, fighting camp hang- 
ers-on and women of the underworld, 
but because of their status in life their 
evidence must not be disregarded. 

“It is as much of an offense under the 
Mann act to transport a hardened wom- 
an as an innocent girl. It is not neces- 
sary that a person accused of violation 
of the act shall receive a profit through 
transportation of a woman.”’ 

Johnson was charged with having fur- 
nished to Miss Belle Schreiber, a white 
woman, $75 with which to come from 
Pittsburg to Chicago. She testified that, 
on her arrival here, Johnson had fur- 
nished a flat. She also described trips 
around the country with the prize fight- 
er and at his expense. 

Johnson was convicted on all seven 
counts in the indictment. The jury re- 
turned its verdict after an hour's de- 
liberations. The maximum penalty un- 
der the finding is five years’ imprison- 
ment or $10,000 fine or both. 

A motion of Assistant District Attor- 
ney Parkin that Johnson be ordered con- 
fined in. jail was, overruled by Judge 
Carpenter and the negro was released 
on bond of $10,000. A motion for a new 
trial was filed by counsel for Johnson 
and arguments on the motion were set 
for May 19.

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GATHER IN BAPTIST 
CONVENTION HERE 


Southern Body in Session at 
Third Church Hears Reports 
on Southern Problems. 


Baptist ministers and missionaries, 
laymen and laywomen, thronged the 
Third Baptist Church, Grand and 
Washington avenues, Wednesday after- 
noon, for the opening session of the 
sixty-seventh annual Southern Baptist 


convention. 

More than 38000 delegates are expected 
to attend the various sessions, which 
will continue through Sunday, with 
final exercises Monday. Next Sunday 
most of the city pulpits of other denom- 
inations as well as Baptist, will be 
filled by visiting Baptist clergymen and 
missionaries. 

The Southern Baptist cenvention, 
which was organized in 1845 as a dis- 
tinct body, has not the authority over 
the individual churches or their min- 
isters which Methodist conferences or 
Presbyterian synods have. Each Bap- 


and the convention represents only their 
means of co-operating fer church ex- 
tension and other common purposes. 

The Rev: Dr. E. C. Dargan of Macon, 
Ga., is president of the convention, and 
it was predicted that he would be re- 
elected at the opening session. 

Two large funds are being raised by 
the churches, and much will be heard 
of them tn the convention. These are 
for the Judson centennial movement, in 
honor of Adoniram and Ann Judson, 
in whose honor it is proposed to raise 
$1,250,000 for foreign work. The ether 
is a proposed $1,000,000 loan fund for new 
church buildings. 

Other churches and auditoriums in 
the neighborhcod will be used for com- 
mittee and section meetings. Leading 
local Baptists are entertaining the offi- 
cers of the convention, the officers of 
church boards and the missionaries. 

At Wédnesday night’s meeting the 
Rev. Thomas W. O’Kelley of Raleigh, 
N. C., will preach the convention ser- 
mon, 

Declare Church Unien Failure. 

Church union was declared to be a 
failure in the report of the Baptist 
Board of Home Missions prepared by 
the Rev, B. D. Gray of Atlanta for the 
opening meeting of the convention. 
“Baptists,’’ says the report, ‘‘can best 
serve human welfare by loyalty to the 
principles of their own faith. Union 
church efforts -have failed and will 
fail, If the clamor for the weakening 
of denominational life should succeed, 
it would not result in a union church, 
but in scepticism. If our people are 
trought to think that the things are 
worthless for which their fathers sacri- 
ficed, they will come to think that all 
the rest is worthless.” 

The report went on to mention the 
problems confronting the Baptist 
Church in the South—‘‘the negro, ma- 
terialism, 22,000,000 people not in any 
religious body, the fearful cheapening 
of human life, the large number of un- 
enlisted churches, the more than 3000 
churches that have no house of wor- 


ship.’’ 
The term “unenlisted churches,’ it 
was explained, means those which 


make no contribution, or give less than 
$3 a year, to home and foreign mis- 
sions. There are 13,355 such churches 
in the Southern Baptist convention, ap- 
proximately 67 per cent of the whole 
number, it was stated. 

The home missionaries under the 
board’s direction number i600. During 
the past year, it was reported, they 
have -performed 26,000 baptisms and 
added 49,000 to church membership. 
The Sunday School Board’s report, 
also prepared for the opening session 
and signed by the Rev. J. M. Frost of 
Nashville, advocates training children 
in definite church doctrines. It says: 
“We need to give emphasis to creedal 
character and doctrinal conviction as 
having practical virtue and value in 
everyday Christian living. A lack of 
this is our deficiency and weakness, 
leaves the present day Christian sub- 
ject to every kind of doctrine of what- 
ever fad or fancy, if only it be labeled 
religious, or Christian, or ehurch.” 
The report of the foreign mission 
board, prepared by the Rev, T. B. Ray 
of Richmond, Va., told of the work of 
the church's missionairies in China, Ja- 
pan, Africa, Italy, Mexico, Brazil and 
Argentina. There are 116 men and 157 
womén missionaries, 139 ordained native 
ministers and 447 native helpers. Th< 
‘membership itn foreign fields is over 27,- 
000, and the enrollment in schools and 
colleges nearly 7500. 

Mexican Bandits Hurt Missions. 
In his report on the South Mexican 
mission, A. W. Porter said that thou- 
sands of bandits have overrun the ru- 
ral districte and the small towns and 
have left ruin and distress everywhere, 
making it nearly. impossible to do mis- 
sionary work except in the cities. R. P. 
Mahon of the Morelia mission in Cen- 
tral Mexico made a hopeful report, 
saying: “Conditions are changing, and 
the people are reading and thinking for 
themselves. This revolution will pass 
before long, and the doors will be open 
to our workers.” 

P. H. Anderson of the South China 
field spoke of the Chinese revoluticn 
and the establishment of the republic 
as “the greatest single event in the 
history of the world. This is our day 
in China,” he continued, “if we could 
but take advantage of it. But our 
boundless opportunities only make 
more noticeable the losses we have suf- 
fered, and the failure of our constitu- 
ency to come to our relief.”

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Minor Says Cartoon Must Be 
More Expressive Than Words 


and Terseness to Audience of 
Editors and Students. — 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., May 14.—Robert 
Minor Jr., Post-Dispatch cartoonist, 
told the newspaper editors of Missouri, 
assembled at the University of Mis- 
souri for Journalism week, and the stu- 
dents of the School of Journalism, yes- 
terday, of the cartoon maker’s work 
as he sees it. 

“Every man empleyed in a newspaper 
office is primarily a newspaper man,” 
said Minor. “If he is an artist, he must 
subordinate his art to the primary func- 
tion of a newspaper—to convey informa- 
tion. 

“Art is elimination, it has been said. 
In newspaper illustration this principle 
is necessarily carried to an extreme. As 
the writer must sacrifice the niceties 
of his style to brevity and terseness, so 
the artist must discard everything that 
stands in the way of making the point 
of his picture clear. 

Illustrates by Railway Map. 

‘Took at the map of a railroad be- 
tween St. Louis and Chicago. Other 
lines appear only as threads or do not 
appear. at all. The Mississippi River is 
a narrow, jagged line, but the track of 
this particular railroad stands out, 
thick and black. Loos in the time card 
of another line, and the emphasis is 
put elsewhere. Neither map is a falsi- 
fication—it is a necessary boiling down 
to the one pertinent fact—to show peo- 
ple how to get to Chicago. Newspaper 
illustration finds its first principle here.

“The cartoonist is an explorer. He 
must find in the news that which is 
hidden beneath the surface. He must 
originate. He cannot get his ideas 
from another mind. No one else can 
conceive his cartoons for him, leaving 
him only the task of execution. 
has often been tried, and has failed. 

Cartoon Must Surpass Words. 

“If a mah can invent, he is not will- 
ing to give his ideas to another man. 
to appear under the other’s name. And 
if he is willing, still he cannot adc- 
quately describe his ideas to the drafts- 
man, For the cartoon must say soms- 
thing that cannot be expressed in 
words. If it does not, why print a 
cartoon? Better print the words—they 
take up less space. 

“To be inventime, as he must be, the 
cartoonist must keep his mind free, and 
must not accept things at their surface 
values!’’ 

Minor then spoxe of the futurist 
movement in art, saying.the news»ua- 
per cartoonists had in some degree lei 
up to it. The cartoonists, particularly 
of Europe, have departed from the la- 
borious and literal, he said, but the 
futurists have wholly abandoned the 
laborious and liter-l. He quoted a re- 
mark of Prof. Holmes Smith, that the 
cartoonist’s representation of a dog 
fight was a snarl of legs, tafls, teeth 
and flying dust, but that the futurist 
would rub out the legs, tails and teeth 
and leave only the fight. 

The futurists’ work, he said, would be 
of great assistance when artists learn 
to understand it and inject full sanity 
into it. 

He then discussed the place of ex- 
aggeration in the cartoonist’s work. It 
was easy to misuse or overuse exag- 
geration, he said, but in its proper use, 
it is one of the cartoonist’s most worthy 
tools. It must be used, he declared, , 
not to falsify, but to accentuate. 


Cites McCutcheon Cartcon. 

He cited a McCutcheon cartoon, repre- 
senting a man who had made a New 
Year’s total abstinence resolution, and 
whose feet, as he neared a saloon, grew 
bigger and heavier, until at the door 
they were of such enormous weight 
that he had to go in and rest. The 
usefulness of exaggeration in this case, 
he pointed out, lay in the fact that i 
was confined to one thing. If the rest 
of the man’s body, or the saloon door, 
had also been overdrawn, the point cf} 
the picture would have been lost. 

‘“‘There must be no superflous exag- 
geration in the cartoon, just as there 
must be nothing else superfluous,’ M1- 
nor said. 

“Technique,” he continued, “is a bus- 
bear to the beginner—but of technique 
in cartooning—taking the word teci- 
nique in its narrow sense—it may be 
said that ‘there ain’t no such animal.’ 
The things necessary are so eimple 
that they can be told In a few words.” 
He named these essentials as being the 
colors—pure black, pure white and gray 
formed by the mixture, with lines 
coarse enough to stand the rough print* 
ing of the newspaper press, 

He then illustrated his own work by 
redrawing his cartoon published in the 
Post-Dispatch a few days ago as a sat. 
ire on the excesses of the British suf- 
fragettes, with the title, “Save the Men 
and Children.”

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CALLED UNFIT FOR 
~ TWO BRECK GIRLS 


Grandfather Tebbetts Sues to 
Have the Rickarts Turn the 
Children Over to Him. 
TWO YEARS’ LITIGATION 
Conduct of Spectators at Games 


Called Loud Boisterous, Bad 
for Children. 


Alleging that Letitia and Barbara 
Breck, 12 and 14 years old, are permit- 
ted by their present guardians, Mr. and 
M-s. Lloyd Rickart, to attend baseball 
games on Sunday, a motion was filed in 
the Supreme Court at Jefferson City 
Wednesday by Attorneys John D. and 


Loomis C. Johnson, asking that custody 
of the children be restored immediately, 
to their grandfather, Lewis B. Tebbetts. 
The motion is supplemental to habeas 
corpus proceedings filed in the Suprems 
Court last February after the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals affirmed the action of 
Probate Judge Holtcamp in removing 
Tebbetts as guardian of the children, 
appointing in his place Tebbetts’ daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Rickart, and her husband. 
The habeas corpus is another step in 
the litigation which began two years 
ago for guardianship of the Breck 
girls. The motion filed Wednesday asks 
th-t, pending decision of the Court in 
the habeas corpus, the grandfather be 
permitted to take charge of the girls an4 
place them in custody of George M. 
Davis, associate principal of Principia 
School. 

Rickart is secretary of the St. Louis 
Browns baseball club and the motion 
sets forth that Mrs. Rickart, on several 
occasions, including Sundays, has taken 
her two nieces to baseball games, both 
at the League (Cardinals) and Sports- 
man’s parks, since April 12 last. 

It is alleged that the conduct of spec- 
tators at the ball games is loud and 
boisterous and at times such as to ne- 
cessitate police interference to prevent 
people from rioting with the ballplay- 
ers and umpires. This, it is averred, is 
highly prejudicial to the best interests 
and the mental and moral welfare of 
the wards. It also is contended that 
the atmosphere of ball games on Sunday 
is wholly unfit for girls of tender years. 


Spitting Incident Noted. 
Another allegation is that the Breck 
girls were at the ball game May 3, be- 
tween the Browns and Cleveland and 
were involuntary witnesses of the dif- 
ficulty between Manager George Stov- 
all of the Browns and Umpire Fergu- 
son, when the manager spat on the um- 


pire’s shoulder. 
E. Cc. Breck, uncle of the children, in 


an affidavit, says he saw the Breck 
girls at League Park Sunday, April 2, 
with Mrs. Rickart, and also at the 
Browns’ game, May 1, when they occu- 
pied a box “so close to the playing 
field,’’ the affiant recites, ‘‘that they 
could hear the remarks passed between 
the players, spectators and umpires.” 
The uncle declares that at the Sunday 
games the crowd usually is boisterous 
and young girls ought not to attend. 
Tebbetts Saw Girls at Game. 

Lewis B. Tebbetts and his son-in-law, 
Arthur P. de Camp, depose that they 
saw the Breck girls at the game May 7. 
Elizabeth Payton, 14 years old, deposes 
that she attended the game May 3 with 
the Breck girls and Mrs. Rickart. 

According to allegations set forth in 
the motion, Mrs. Rickart has not sent 
the children to school since the Court 
placed them in her custody. Nor are 
they being taught the religious belief of 
their mother, that of Christian Science, 
and they are not being sent to Sunday 
school], it is alleged. 

The Breck girls are the children of 
Robert and Ellen Breck, both of whom 
are dead. The mother, who was the 
surviving parent, appointed her father, 
L. B. Tebbetts, as guardian of her threa 
children, including a son, in her will. 
Bhe died in 195. The boy, Lewis Teb- 
betts Breck, who is 16 years old, sub- 
sequently chose the’ Rickarts as his 
guardian. In removing the grandfather 
the Probate Court held that he had 
failed to qualify as provided by law. 

Lloyd Rickart, in behalf of the Breck 
boy, started a suit for an accounting 
against Tebbetts. The suit involves the 
handling of the children’s estate and 
about $40,000 ir at stake, it is claimed.

" eivic SPIRIT GROWING 


Outlines Impressions of Work 
Being Done Which St. Louis

E. Kessler, represented the St. Louis 
City Plan Commission at the conference 
on city planning in Chicago, last woek, 
has made a report to the local commis-, 
Bion, in which he outlined the impres- 
sions which he gained while at the con- 
ference. 

Gundlach points out the many civic 
improvements now under way in Chi- 
cago as an index to what might bs 
done in St. Louis. His report is as fol- 
lows:

lanning at Chicago was the wide- 
spread interest in city planning, there 
being over 60 cities represented, the 
representatives of which were all in- 
‘Spired by this new civic spirit, filled 
with pridé on the accomplishments of 
their respective cities along lines v*% GUNDLACH . 

“community betterment and eager to 
learn of the ‘work and thought of other 
cities ig the science of planning. 

“Here were gathered the most en- 
thusiastic and expert city planners 

m all parts of the United States and 
Canada and one from Berlin, Germany, 
all engaged in a frank and critical dis- 
cussion of community needs and met- 
ropolitan essentials, with a view v7 
taking home new, practical lessons on 
which they could predicate new activi- 
ties that would provide greater oppdé- 
tunities for the enjoyment of health 
and material advantages and a conser- 
vation of resources. 


Important Features.

 “§ The urgent necessity of reducing 
the extreme height of buildings, not 
only fm the interest of noncongestion, 
but also to conserve and disfribute vai- 


course is closely related to the transpor- 
tation problem since without adequate 
means of intercommunication many in- 
dustrial workers persist in living in con- 
gested neighborhoods convenient dis- 
tances from their place of work. 


City Housing Exhibition. 
“In connection with this phase of city 


planning the City Club of Chicago con- 
ducted a city housing exhibition in its 
club building which if it could be secured 
for St. Louis would prove a revelation 
to our people and assist us to inspire a 
higher standard of home environment. 

“6. The establishment of small parks in 
all parts of a city and connecting park- 
ways to unify all locations. This feature 
which is so intimately connected with 
the city beautiful and city healthful 
found its most forceful expression in 
the magnificent system of parks and 
playgrounds with connecting parkways 
for which Chicago is justly famous. 

“Of all the papers read at the confer- 
ence, that of our Mr. Kessler on the dis- 
tribution of the cost of Kansas City 
parks and boulevards excited probably 
more discussion than any other, because 
it showed how practical results were 
achieved in a city which appeared hope- 
less from the point of, beauty, by trans- 
forming it into one of the most beauti- 
ful in the country, and with very little 
cost to the municipality. 

“This leads us to the next 

Plan to Raise Money. 
which was of particular interest to 
newer and smaller cities. 

6. A practical plan for raising moneys 
to acquire parks and parkways. 

“The opinion of the greater number 
of the conference favored the Kansas 
City plan, which is a modification of the 
Chicago method of 40 years ago. 
“Nearly everyone present was of the 
opinion that paying for these improve- 
ments -out of a general revenue or by 
bond issue presented insurmountable 
obstacles and that the only’ practical 
solution was the district plan of special 
assessments in which the property di- 
rectly benefited pays nearly all of the 
cost of the improvement and a part of 
the maintenance, the former to be paid 
in annual instaliments of a long term of 
years. This is the plan émbodied in 
the ordinance now in the Municipal 
Assembly which provides for a charter 
amendment to give St. Louis a similar 
power. 
“Many other phases of community 
needs were discussed, such as street 
plans, legal limitations in planning, and 
means to arouse public conscience to a 
realization of the great benefits to the 
people through a thoughtfully worked 
out city plan. 

Work In Chicago. 
“The second thing that impressed me 
was the stupendous work Chicago has 
done in providing its people with play- 
grounds, the extension of its parks and 
parkways and the daring and bold con- 
ception of its proposed city plan. 
“On the first dav of the conference 
we were taken for a drive through Chi- 
cago's parks, playgrounds and boule- 
vards and for 47 miles we rode over a 
system such as no other city can boast 
of. The playrrounds are spacious, some 
as much as 60 acres, in which you will 
find libraries, dance halls, clubrooms. 
shower baths, swimming ponds, tennis 
frcourts, baseball diamonds and every 
known facility for recreation and sport. 
Many of the strips of parking on the 
boulevards are used for tennis courts 
by the neighborhoods, many of which are 
of the humbler kind, to make them feel 
that these open air breathing spots are 
for the use of all the people. 

“I found the park roads generally of 
the most perfect kind and the impres- 
sion made upon the stranger is one of 
admiration and praise for the city.

STEEL TRUST NET COST 


Shows Companies Usually In- 
clude Profits to Subsidiary 
Firms in “Book Cost.” 
WASHINGTON, May 14.—Part three 
of the report of the Bureau of Corpora- 
tions on its extended investigation of 
the steel industry, dealing particularly 
with the cost of production, was ’‘sub- 
mitted to the President today by Acting 

Commissioner Il'rancis Walker. 

A discussion of the vast difference be- 
tween ‘“‘book costs’’ and ‘‘net costs’’ fea- 
tured the report, figures being given 
to demonstrate that iron and steel man- 
ufacturing companies usually include 
in their statements of cost of production 
large profits paid to subsidiary ore and 
transportation concerns. : 

For Bessemer steel rails, for instance, 
the report stated that the average book 
cost of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion was $21.53, while the actual net 
cost, excluding intercompany profit on 
transportation and material, was only 
$16.67. Similar differences were shown 
in the manufacture’ of other steel 
products. 

Parts one and two of the bureau’s re- 
port were submitted during the Taft 
administration by former Commissioner 
Herbert Knox Smith.

Children Should Not Be 
Permited to Eat Where 
Flies Swarm. 


Says 


A warning against the fly, and against 
food which has been approached by flies, 
as the most common cause of dread 
infantile paralysis, was given by Dr. 
E. W. Saunders of 1541 South 
avenue, in his address Wednesday be- 
fore the Missouri Medical Association, 
meeting in the St. Louis Medical So- 
ciety hall, 5525 Pine street. 

‘The fly and the buzzard must be 
Cestroyed,’’ declared Dr. Saunders, He 
continued, ‘“‘What the buzzard is to the 
country, the garbage wagon is to the 
city. . I really believe there would be 
less danger in allowing the garbage to 
lie in the allys and rot, than to gather 
it and transport it after the manner in 
vegue in all cities at present. Every 
garbage can should, by law, be fur- 
nished with a fly trap surmounting it, 
and every garbage wagon should be 
sprayed with one of those efficient 
compounds which the dairymen use 
with such success, so that the swarms 
of flies which now ride on the chariot 
would be kept at a safe distance.”’ 

He said stables and alleys should be 
cleaned by the city, just as systemat- 
icaliy as the streets are cleaned, and 
that all poultry yards in the city should 
be under supervision. 

Agninst Outdoor Fating. 

“No child,” he declared, ‘‘should be 
allowed to eat out of doors during the 
fly season, unless protected by mos- 
quito netting, and no bread, cold meat, 
fruit or any articie of food which at- 
tracts flies should go into the mouths 
reasonable assur-

He told of a child in Cairo, lll., who 
suffered an. attack of poliomyelitis in 
May, though there was no other case 
in the city at that time. The child’s 
father said his chickens had been dying 
of “limber-neck.”’ In another case of 
infantile paralysis, he gsaid, the same 
cireumstanee was found. 

Hea other fowls were af- 
fected by and that his 
investigations to believe 
that heuws were affected by the same 
virus, and that what is called “hog 
cholera’ is often in reality something 
else. Dogs are also affected, he said. 
and such cases are usually mistaken 
for rabies and result in the killing of 
the animal. 

tiles Carry the Germs. 

Tiis theory is that from the carcasses 
of fowls which have died of limber- 
neck or from thuse of hogs which have 
died of kindred diseases, flies carry the 
germs which cause infantile paralysis 
and distribute these germs upon food, 
where children eat them. 

He suid the fral iemenstration of his 
theory had been delnyed by his ina- 
bility to get the carcass of a fowl 
which had died of'limber-neck. He said 
that he had obtained a young monkey 
and that, as soon as he could get such 
a fowl’s careass, he intended to inocu- 
late the monkey with larvae of flies 
which have fed on the carcass. ‘‘We 
confidently expect,”’ said the physician, 
‘“‘to see him paralyzed within 24 hours.” 

He said the means or infection were 
carried from place to place by the 
buzzard. He ridiculed the legal protec- 
tion of the buzzard, ‘‘which is regarded 
us the guardian angel of this country 
‘yy the legislatures of all the states, and 
which have displaced the engile 
coins,”’ and said the buzzard was 
capable of transmitting infectious. dis- 
eases of livestock to every farm in the 
United States within a week. 

Protecting Buzzard a Follv. 

“The fact of the legal protection of 
the life of ‘the buzzard in America, tn 
this year 1913,’’ he said, ‘‘will undoubt- 
edly go down in history as one of the 
most frightful examples of human folly 
in the annals of time.’’

Spring Medicine. 

ATURE supplies spring medicine 
enough in the form of the foods 
that are now in season. Rhubarb stewed 
or in pies should now be eaten in 
large quantities—it is virtually impos- 
sible to eat too much of it. Spinach, 
rich in iron and odine, is always good. 
Salads of lettuce, endives, escarol, chic- 
ory, green peppers, and especially dan- 
delions, are among the best spring medi- 
cines. All these vegetables have a high 
content of alkaline salts which tend to 
counteract the acidity of the blood. They 
also contain large amounts of cellulose, 
which exerts a favorable action upon 
the intestines and prevents constipation, 
There are certain of these vegetables, 
however, that should be avoided by 
some persons. Rhubarb and sorrel, for 
example, should not be eaten by those 


{ whose kidneys are out of order. 


Asparagus is now in. It contains no 

nutriment, but is rich in fron and pot- 
ash, and is recommended for persons 
with a tendency to diabetes. 
Of all the spring vegetabies, how- 
ever, the humble dandelion ‘is the most 
to be recommended. When cut young 
and small it is delicious in a salad, but 
when the leaves have become large 
they are likely to be tough and to need 
much chewing. Like all plants that 
grow close to the ground, it needs a lot 
of washing before being served. The 
tender flowerbuds should not be out 
off; they are the t part of the plant. 
Dandelion contains that is needed as 
a blood purifier in the spring.

Iron Trade Quiet. 


“In the day’s budget of news concern- 
ing the trade situation, conflicting in- 
fluences were again shown to be at 
work. 

“The Iron Age’s weekly review of the 
steel and iron trade was more or less un- 
favorable. It still admits the possibil- 
ity of a fresh buying movement when 
the tariff and other uncertainties are 
removed, but it points out that lower 
prices for iron are generally predicted, 
that buyers in all parts of the market 
are therefore holding off, and _ that 
specifications against new orders are 
at present running 20 to 25 per cent be- 
low new orders. 

“On the other hand the Government’s 
report on the country’s agricultural ex- 
ports during April, published today, cast 
a highly interesting light on the benefi- 
cent after-effects of last year’s great 
harvests. 

“In money value, last month’s total 
exports of such commodities broke all 
April records, and they raised the total 
shipments of the 10 completed months 
of the fiscal year $53,000,000 above the 
corresponding period a year ago, and 
$65,000,000 above any other year. 

“Our export of breadstuffs during 
April was the largest made in that 
month since 1908; the export of cotton 
has been matched, for the period, only 
in 1912 and 1907. 

“When one considers this, along with 
the absolutely unprecedented rate, for 
this time of year, at which grain is still 
pouring in from the farms to the inland 
receiving points, and with the brilliant 
promise thus far, for the growing crops 
of the present season, it is easy to de- 
tect one. reason for the cheerful view 
of the general situation by the West 
and South.
